published and it’s even worse than we 
thought.” 

Aircraft with a QC4 rating will not be 
able to make scheduled flights at night, 
but that accounts for only a tiny fraction 
of planes flying in Europe today. 

QC4 flights that are late or unsched- 
uled will still be able to land, and many 
believe the penalty fines proposed in the 
application for such planes landing are 
simply not high enough. 

A fine of £1,000 will be applied, but 
fines for planes that take off and arrive 
from the west would be smaller. 

Mr Binding says Infratil has “invent- 
ed” the Night Time Quota Period to 
make night-flying hours seem shorter. 

He said: “Airlines will gladly pay 
£1,000 for the right to fly the noisiest 
planes in the world into the airport at 
3am.” 

The areas most affected by the night 
flights are Ramsgate, St Nicholas-at- 
Wade, Monkton and Minster, but there is 
also likely to be opposition in Herne Bay. 

Thanet council will conduct a 12-week 
consultation on the issue before any 
decision is taken. 

Council leader Bob Bayford said: “We 
know this is a hugely important issue for 
local people, which is why we are making 
these documents available to the public 
at the earliest opportunity. 

“Tt has been made clear that people 
want the council’s independent assess- 
ment of this report available when the 
consultation starts. That’s why the for- 
mal consultation process is not begin- 
ning immediately. 

“Of course, should people want to 
make their views known before we begin 
our formal consultation, we’d be happy 
to receive those. 

“That will be followed by a thorough 
and extensive consultation.” 

The start date of the consultation will 
be announced by the council soon.

Isle facing crisis as 
personal debt rises 


THE isle is one of the worst places in 
the country for personal debt. 

The latest figures released by the 
Government Insolvency Service put 
the isle high up the list for the num- 
ber of people who declared them- 
selves bankrupt. 

The new statistics show that 467 
people in Thanet were declared 
bankrupt or had debt relief orders 
(DROs) granted in 2009. 

This makes Thanet the 14th most 
indebted local council area in 
England, alongside locations in the 
north east, such as Blyth Valley, 
Easington, and former prime minis- 
ter Tony Blair’s constituency of 
Sedgefield and the Wear Valley. 

Thanet Citizens Advice’s Ian 
Driver said: “Sadly these figures are 
not surprising. We are processing at 
least three debt relief orders every 
week and advising many other peo- 
ple about bankruptcy. 

“The forthcoming package of gov- 
ernment spending cuts and the 
review of benefit entitlement rules 
are likely to make a bad situation 
even worse. More and more people 
will begin to struggle and be forced 
to opt for bankruptcy and DROs as a 
way to deal with their crippling 
debts”. 

Mr Driver said the high number 


was putting a strain on the CAB’s 
resources. 

“Tm extremely worried about how 
we can continue to provide a service 
for the growing number of people 
asking for our help. 

“Our specialist debt advisers are 
working full out and are booked solid 
for the next four weeks. It’s heart- 
breaking not to be able to provide 
immediate help to people in very 
desperate situations”. 

Mr Driver said: “Times are getting 
tough. I’m reviewing our budget and 
it looks as though I might have to 
reduce staff and volunteer hours and 
cut back services, at a time when 
demand is growing faster than ever 
before”. 

“I wrote to Prime Minister David 
Cameron nearly a month ago invit- 
ing him to visit our office and see for 
himself how difficult things are get- 
ting for many people in Thanet. I 
also asked council leader Bob 
Bayford and our MPs Roger Gale 
and Laura Sandys to support my 
invitation. 

“Tm very disappointed that none of 
them has got back to me yet. Surely 
this is a time for politicians and com- 
munity organisations to unite 
together to lobby for a better deal for 
the people of Thanet.”

Busy summer for coast rescue crews 


THE summer months were beautiful for 
beach and sun lovers — but also meant the 
county’s lifeboats were fully occupied. 

RNLI figures for June, July and August 
show volunteer crews were scrambled 
167 times, down from 197 last year. 

Sheerness and Littlestone were the 
only stations to buck the trend in Kent, 
with a slight increase in launches. 

At Sheerness, launches went from 28 to 
35, and at Littlestone, there was a moder- 
ate rise from 12 to 14. 

Whitstable dropped one to 37; Margate 
dropped four to 22, Ramsgate fell from 42 
to 37; Walmer halved to six; Dover had a 
good reduction from 35 to 14; and 
Dungeness was also halved to two. 

Andrew Ashton, RNLI divisional 
inspector, said: “While the overall number 


of call-outs for crews is slightly down on 
last summer, the holiday period continues 
to be a busy time. Our volunteer lifeboat 
crews and lifeguards responded to a vari- 
ety of emrgencies — from rescuing people 
cut off by the tide to stricken divers, 
canoeists, windsurfers and boats. 

“One crew even launched to monitor the 
area while the controlled explosion of a 
wartime mine was carried out. 

“RNLI volunteers were ready to 
respond to the call for help no matter 
what time of day or night and we’re very 
grateful to them for their commitment.”

Crimewatch's isle arrest 


A MAN described as ‘most wanted’ by BBC 
One’s Crimewatch has been arrested in 
Broadstairs. 

James Cruikshank-Boyes, 55, wanted by 
police in relation to a rape and indecent 
assault in Frant, East Sussex, was arrested 
on the isle shortly after being highlighted in 
an appeal on the TV show. 

Sussex Police’s Det Sgt Julie Dow said: 
“Efforts to trace Cruikshank-Boyes have been 
in progress since he failed to return to court in 
2002 at the start of his trial. 

“The TV appeal was initiated and, although 
Cruikshank-Boyes was using false details, his 
distinctive appearance resulted in many calls 
which were acted upon immediately by our 
Kent Police colleagues and he was arrested at 
his home address.” 

Cruikshank-Boyes was due to be trans- 
ferred to Sussex and scheduled to appear at 
court in Lewes on Thursday last week.

STRONG winds hampered the second day of 
the Margate International Kite Festival on 
Sunday.

interview 


Where have you been and why? 


Ihave been in the West Bank. My first visit 

was in 2005 and I have going for two or 
three months each year since. I have been 
based mainly in Hebron and in the south 
Hebron hills — the villages in the southern 
extremity of the West Bank. 

It really is an extraordinary community. It is 
one of the oldest continuously-inhabited cities 
in the world. It is a medieval city and many of 
the houses are 600 to 800 years old. Of course 
the Ibrahimi mosque is a very sacred place for 
Jews, Muslims and indeed some Christians. It 
is the traditional burial place of Abraham and 
Sarah, so it has a very important historic role. 

I first went with the Ecumenical Accompani- 
ment Programme, which provides accompani- 
ment for Palestinians in six different places in 
the West Bank and one in Jerusalem as they 
go about their lives. The only condition is the 
Palestinians we accompany have to espouse 
non-violence in their resistance to the Israeli 
occupation. 


Why do you accompany Palestinians? 


It means monitoring Israeli checkpoints, 
accompanying Palestinians, literally, if 
they have to go into places of danger. 
In Hebron we accompanied children going to 
school who had to run the gauntlet of violent 
settlers. The idea is that you can offer protec- 


tion by your presence, particularly if you 
belong to the international community with 
access to the media. People tend to behave bet- 
ter if they know they are being watched. 


Q" did you experience in Hebron? 


It is a very deeply divided situation 

because, under international law, the occu- 
pation by Israel of the West Bank is illegal and 
there is a massive military presence in the 
West Bank. At every point you confront Israeli 
tanks, soldiers, aircraft and helicopters. 

There is a lot of pressure, uniquely in 
Hebron, as a lot of Israeli settlers live in the 
old city. There are about 400 of them protected 
by perhaps 500 Israeli military. If you are a 
Palestinian living in the West Bank, you are 
living under military occupation and martial 
law applies. 

There is a lot of harassment and violence 
from settlers. Most of the men carry guns and 
even the children can be quite violent. They 
think they have a God-given right to be there 
at the place of Abraham. It can be very daunt- 
ing for Palestinians. 


Was it dangerous? 


Thave been caught up in violent situations. 
I have a few scars. The settlers act quite 
irrationally and with no sense of humanity, 
particularly in Hebron itself. I was out one day 


when settlers appeared, masked and carrying 
heavy staves. Their intent was to chase 
Palestinian shepherds. I was there with a col- 
league and we got caught up in the mélée. 
One of the sad outcomes was that the Israelis 
killed one of the donkeys that was with the 
shepherds. 


Q did the Palestinians cope? 


With remarkable dignity and with a sense 

of humour, very often. The vast majority 
did so with non-violent resistance. They resist 
the occupation, but few resort to violence. 


Q"" is the solution? 


There are peace talks under way, again, 

but no Palestinian I know is holding their 
breath because both Palestine and Israel are 
divided societies. 

The best hope is that President Obama says 
enough is enough. America has to put pres- 
sure on Israel to withdraw from the occupa- 
tion. Many Palestinians and Israelis are com- 
mitted to a peaceful resolution and building 
bridges between the communities.

A LORRY-DRIVER who tried to smuggle 
cannabis into the country through the Port of 
Ramsgate has been jailed. 

Polish national Leszek Bieszka was locked 
up for five years and 10 months. 

He was stopped by UK Border Agency offi- 
cers on Friday, June 11. 

On board his lorry 215kg of cannabis resin 
and 228kg of herbal cannabis was discov- 
ered. The drugs were hidden inside a load of 
fresh pasta. 

Canterbury Crown Court heard the esti- 
mated street value of the drugs was almost 
£1.3 million, with the cannabis resin valued 
at £619,000 and herbal cannabis at 
£656,000. 

Bieszka was charged with being knowing-

ly concerned in the fraudulent evasion of the 
prohibition of controlled drugs, contrary to a 
section of the Customs and Excise Manage- 
ment Act 1979. 

Bieszka, 28, had initially withheld his 
plea but pleaded guilty at a hearing at 
Canterbury Crown Court on Monday, 
August 16. 

Malcolm Bragg, assistant director of crimi- 
nal and financial investigations for the UK 
Border Agency, said: “The UK Border Agency 
plays a key role in the fight to stop drugs 
entering the UK and to reduce the harm 
they do to our communities.

so far from families, friends and 
schools. 

“T believe that we will see a sig- 
nificant benefit quite quickly in 
this area.”

Fly hassle free

Tan MacMillan explains why bankers nowadays aren't what they used to be 


GOBSMACKED is a word I was unused to 
when it made its way into the lexicon of 
common parlance back in the 90s, but itis a 


useful word. 

I write as someone who worked in banking for 32 years 
and, indeed, passed all my banking exams and was so 
well qualified that I was in the top 50 out of 20,000 so 
qualified in the early 70s. I gained one of only five 
distinctions awarded in monetary theory. 

Then, following deregulation, matters took a turn for 
the worse. 

No more Captain Mainwaring’s little branch in an 
idyllic small town, which we all looked forward to. 

The banks’ advertising claimed that us lowly bank 
clerks were experts at everything. 

As good at house purchase as any building society, as 
expert at insurance as any broker. As for wills, we could 
do it — or pretend to. 

‘Jack of all trades and master of none’ was the approp- 
riate line and, where once bankers had provable expert- 
ise, customers were now in the hands of those with the 
gift of the gab and targets to make to secure bonuses. 

Not wishing to be part of this Brave New World, I 
asked customers for the leaflets they had and, quickly 
scanning them, knew almost as much as they did. 

As I'm in receipt of a pension for doing zilch apart from 
criticise, I must not bite the hand that feeds me too much 
— but does anyone remember the Office of Fair Trading’s 
ruling that bank charges were tantamount to theft? 

You know, £75 for going overdrawn for a day and, in my 


daughter’s case, despite having plenty of funds in 
another account. 

And then fat-cat lawyers sided with fat-cat bankers to 
make this theft quasi-legal. Apart from seething, what 
can Joe Public do? Well, nothing. 

If the OFT is toothless, then there’s no hope for little 
old me and you. And this is where that word gobsmacked 
seems most appropriate. 

Yes, the independence of the judiciary is something to 
be cherished, but the fact that justice is up for sale to the 
highest bidder is something to be less sanguine about. 

I once thought that the average bank clerk was 
innocent of this negation of ethical behaviour, but I’ve 
since changed my mind. 

Visiting a bank in Canterbury and waiting to be 
served, I noticed employees behind screens talking about 
their holidays and noshing their lunch. 

Another one, presumably working, was leaning over 
one of the said screens and occasionally looking back at 
those waiting to be served. 

Eventually I was seen to and it was something of a 
contest of contempt. His ‘How dare you demand to be 
served! against my ‘How dare you be so condescending 
about eventually dealing with a customer!’. 

I reckon bankers have adopted a siege mentality akin 
to those Millwall fans who chant “No one likes us — we 
don’t care”. And indeed, why should they care? The 
bankers, I mean. 

Immune to the OFT recommendations and enjoying 
their bonuses, they appear to be able to put two fingers 
up to the rest of us with impunity.

This converts sunlight to electric 
power — which can be stored 
conveniently in batteries and used 
to feed most of a household’s 
domestic electrical requirements. 

Solar PVE panels convert all 
forms of daylight to electricity — 
ironically, they work better on 
cloudy and bright days than in 
direct sunlight. 

They needs no wind, waves or 
turbines and, if people need to, 
some can be sold back to the 
National Grid — although not as 
much as we are led to believe. 

Price is always quoted as the 
major obstacle, but if governments 
had spent as much subsidy on solar 
as they have on wind and if they 
had included a clause in the 2006 
Building Regulations demanding 
the installation of Solar PVE on 
new-build housing, costs would 
have reduced because of economies 
of scale and we need not have had 
to suffer a bunch of half-used 
propellors (or “bird-slicers”, as Mr 
Farage calls them) off Ramsgate.

It's time for action 
on ailing waterways 


With only 5 per cent of rivers in 
England and Wales described as 
being in a pristine condition, the 
Environment Agency is setting in 
motion management plans to 
improve the quality of our 
waterways. 

Our waterways are a valuable 
resource that supports a range of 
wildlife. However, they face a 
variety of pressures including run- 
off pollution from fertilisers and 
poorly-designed urban drainage, 
invasive species like signal crayfish 
and American mink and low water 
levels caused by over-abstraction. 

We have to do all we can to 
protect these vital wildlife habitats 
and ensure people can continue to 
enjoy them. 

River-basin management plans 
drawn up to tackle these issues are 
now being put into action. 

The South East River Basin 
District covers more than 10,000 
square kilometres and includes 
eastern Kent, Hampshire, the Isle 
of Wight and East and West 
Sussex. 

Ninety-nine water bodies — rivers, 
reservoirs and estuaries — have 
been prioritised for action between 
now and 2015. 

Kent has a number of water 
bodies identified for improvement. 
Parts of the River Darent suffer 
from diminished fish numbers; the 
River Medway suffers from 
diminished invertebrate numbers; 
and the River Stour suffers from 
excessive levels of phosphates. 

The RSPB, along with other 
voluntary conservation bodies, is 
urging the EA to implement the 
programme urgently and to work 
with partners to deliver results.

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THE number of obese people being 
put forward for weight loss surgery 
on the NHS has rocketed in Kent 


over the last three years. 

Last year, NHS West Kent referred 115 
patients to the Morbid Obesity Single Patient 
Funding Panel — a massive increase of 203 per 
cent from 2007-08 — while NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent did the same for 113 patients, an 
increase of 163 per cent. 

Many of those put forward would have been 
deemed suitable for bariatric (weight loss) 
surgery including gastric band operations and 
gastric bypasses, which cost an average of 
£10,000 per patient. 

Nationally, the number has risen from just 
238 a decade ago to almost 7,000 in 2008. 

However, Maidstone GP and British Medical 
Association spokesman Dr Paul Hobday said it 
was inevitable uptake rates of a fairly new 
procedure would increase dramatically. 

“Tt’s only really gone up so much because the 
figures started from zero,” he said. “But there 
are so many obstacles put in people’s way 
before they are approved — like exercise 
programmes, dieting and psychologists — that 
most of the people who get the surgery 
absolutely deserve it. 


More ohese patients opt 
for weight loss surgery 


NHS trusts in Kent have snubbed recommendations 
from a national health advisor to pay obese people to 
lose weight, even though almost a quarter are obese. 
The National Institute of Clinical Excellence (NICE), an 
independent organisation set up by Government to 
issue health guidance, said incentives such as cash, 
could be an effective way to help people diet and giving 
up smoking, 

But Kent's three primary care trusts have said paying 
people to lose weight is not the way to tackle Kent and 
Medway’s obesity problem. 

The NICE report into incentive-driven health schemes, 
which invites members of the public to give their 
opinion, is available at www.nice.org.uk. 


“From a GP’s point of view it’s not available 
enough. It’s easy to say people shouldn’t eat as 
much, but the problem needs to be tackled.” 

Gastric banding involves reducing the size of 
the stomach by fitting a band around it, while a 
gastric bypass re-routes food to a small 
stomach pouch created by surgeons. 

A third procedure, used less frequently, 
removes a portion of the stomach. 

Mike Lander, morbid obesity lead 
commissioner for the South East, said bariatric 
surgery was a last resort for patients who have 
been unable to lose weight by conventional 
means, or who have a body mass index above a 
certain level. 


He added: “Each patient will only be 
considered if all other ways to lose weight have 
been tried for at least 12 months.” 

The figures obtained by KOS Media through 
a Freedom of Information Act request date 
back to the establishment of the patient 
funding panel in July, 2006. 

From then to the following March, only 14 
people were referred by West Kent and just five 
by Eastern and Coastal. 

Richard D North, a spokesman for right wing 
think tank the Social Affairs Unit, said it was 
probably cheaper for overweight people to 
undergo bariatric surgery than it would be to 
fund their long-term health problems.

Experts warn of 
pensions crisis 


A PENSIONS panic is on the horizon 
with the number of Kent workers 
reaching retirement age set to rise by 
nearly a fifth. 

This year about 32,700 people turned 
65 across the county, but that figure is 
expected to jump to 38,700 by the time 
the Olympics come to town in 2012. 

Four Kent districts -— Dartford, 
Sevenoaks, Canterbury and Maidstone — 
are all set for increases of more than 20 
per cent, with experts warning the cost 
of paying for so many state pensions will 
place an even greater strain on public 
finances. 

Across the county the number of 
pensioners will rise by an estimated 18 
per cent. 

In an average year about 650,000 
people celebrate their 65th birthday, but 
this is due to rise to 800,000 in 2012 due 
to the post-war baby boom. 

Pensions expert Dr Ros Altmann, 
director-general of the Folkestone-based 
Saga group, said:“More and more 
pensioners are coming through every 
year and it’s something successive 
Governments have failed to plan for.” 

Proposals currently being considered 
by the Government to tackle the 
problem include bringing forward 
increases to the state pension age and 
allowing people to work past it, should 
they wish to continue earning a full-time 
wage. 

Kent’s ageing population is also 
creating challenges for Kent County 
Council, which provides a range of 
services for elderly people including 
sheltered accommodation and active life 
projects.

up in the new initiative because of the similar 
problems faced by both, as well as their broad- 
ly similar numbers and organisation. 

Mr Pughsley says that since the beginning of 
September the directorate has solved 60 
offences. These include crimes tackled as part 
of Operations Pint and Julius, both of which 
involved London thieves stealing high-value 
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cars from businesses in Kent and Essex. It 
makes a huge difference having both forces 
working side-by-side in the same room on the 
same problems,” said Mr Pughsley. 

“The new partnership means we can also 
work with the Metropolitan Police in a much 
more cohesive way.” 

Last month Chief Constable Ian Learmonth 
revealed that Kent Police may lose 1,500 jobs 
if its budget is cut by 20 per cent in the 
Comprehensive Spending Review (CSR), to be 
published on Wednesday, October 20. 

However, Mr Pughsley said he was confident 
the new directorate would escape relatively 
unscathed. 

He said: “We are in a very strong position in 
that both the Chief Constable and the Kent 
Police Authority are supportive of such a ded- 
icated unit. 

“I think the future is secure but what we’ve 
got to make sure of is that we are as efficient 
and effective as we can be. 

“Some of the work done by bringing the two 
forces together has already allowed us to look 
at how we can do things differently, and ’m 
sure as we work through the process we will 
find other ways to make savings.” 


Cholera still threat 
to UK, says author 


DEADLY diseases may still exist in 
Kentish waters despite having laid dor- 
mant for hundreds of years, warns the 
author of a new book on cholera. 

Hundreds of people died when an out- 
break of the infection near the Thames in 
Lambeth, south London, swept through 
the county in the mid-19th Century. 

But despite only 35 cases of cholera hav- 
ing been reported in Europe since 2000, 
Amanda Thomas — author of the Lambeth 
Cholera Outbreak of 1848-1849 — is warn- 
ing that people should not be complacent. 

She said: “Td be very sur- 
prised if it still exists in 
the Thames because of all 
the cleansing work carried 
out there, but don’t think 
it’s gone away completely. 

“T don’t think cholera 
has left our shores so we 
all need to be very careful. ~~ 
It won't be terrorists or Amanda Thomas 
war that kills the human 
race; it will be some sort of epidemic.” 

“Washing your hands before you eat and 
after going to the loo is still very important. 

“If your hobby is sailing and you're 
pulling wet ropes about all day then I 
would be particular about my hygiene, and 
I wouldn't advise anyone to go swimming 
in marinas either. 

Cholera is an acute intestinal infection 
caused by ingestion of food or water contam- 
inated with the bacterium Vibrio cholerae. 

It produces an enterotoxin that causes a 
painless, watery diarrhoea that can quick- 
ly lead to severe dehydration and death if 
treatment is not promptly given. 

In 2007 it was revealed that 90 patients 
had died at three Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust hospitals following out- 
breaks of a different disease — Clostridium 
difficile (C diff) — between 2004 and 2006. 

At the time, KOS Media launched a 
hand-hygiene campaign to raise awareness 
about superbugs and show how everyone 
can help stop the spread of infection. 

Mrs Thomas said she believed the impor- 
tance of hand-washing first came to the 
public’s attention following the Lambeth 
cholera outbreak. 

She added: “Folklore about washing 
before tea and after shaking someone’s 
hand probably stems from those out- 
breaks, because once cholera is digested 
you can die very quickly. 

“The areas worst affected in 1849 were 
Northfleet and Gravesend. It spread to 
Medway then right across to Dover in just 
three months, killing hundreds if not thou- 
sands of people. It was very nasty and 
would have been spoken about for years.”

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Oscar hopeful Reynolds goes 


underground in this dark thriller

FILM-MAKING is a collaborative 
process, pooling the creativity and 
imagination of dozens, sometimes 
hundreds, of individuals behind of 


and in front of the cameras. 

Rodrigo Cortes’s thriller goes back to basics 
and daringly asks us to invest all of our emo- 
tions in just one character who spends the 
entire film on screen trapped in a single, 
cramped location. 

Not since Sam Rockwell discovered the ter- 
rifying secrets of Moon or Tom Hanks found 
himself a Cast Away with only a volleyball for 
company, has the entire weight of a film rest- 
ed on one actor’s shoulders. 

Hollywood hunk Ryan Reynolds had a glori- 
ous 2009, paired with Sandra Bullock in the 
romantic comedy The Proposal. 

Now, he is very much on his own in Buried, 
which traps the actor inside a wooden coffin 
deep underground for 94 nail-biting minutes. 

Cortes doesn’t allow his camera to escape 
from the subterranean prison for a single sec- 
ond — no flashbacks, no fleeting glimpses of the 
sunshine above the tomb. 

Instead, the camera cleverly moves around 
the space over Reynolds’s dirty, sweat- 
drenched body, lit by the flickers of a cigarette 
lighter or the beam of a torch. 

When darkness occasionally prevails, we can 
still hear his rapid breathing and his clothes 
catching on splinters of wood. 

Viewers who suffer from claustrophobia 
should look away... 

Truck driver Paul Conroy (Reynolds) is 
attacked during a convoy run in Iraq and 
wakes inside a crudely-constructed coffin. 

With no obvious way out, Paul discovers a 
mobile phone with a weak signal and hurried- 
ly calls for help, telling the 911 operator, “I 
don’t know what’s going on. I’m buried in a 
box!” 

As anxiety takes hold in the cramped con-

fines of his prison, Paul discovers that terror- 
ists have placed him in the box and want a five 
million dollar ransom. 

The terrorist leader, Jabir (Jose Luis Garcia- 
Perez), is adamant: For Paul to see his wife 
Linda (Samantha Mathis) again, he must pay 
up. 

Dan Brenner (Robert Paterson), an officer 
trained in hostage negotiation, and trucking 
company rep Alan Davenport (Stephen 
Tobolowsky) seem powerless to help. 


The prospects look bleak. 

Buried wrings every last drop of tension 
from a simple dramatic set-up, making excel- 
lent use of the natural lighting to capture 
Paul’s mounting distress. 

There are whispers of a possible Oscar nom- 
ination for Reynolds for his overwrought the- 
atrics. 

But while he certainly holds our attention, 
the actor doesn’t have the emotional range to 
take us to the edge with his stricken character 


and he doesn’t always earn our sympathy, cul- 
minating in a skin-crawling interlude involv- 
ing an unexpected visitor to the box. 
Occasional deviations from logic — the final 
power bar on Paul’s mobile phone lasts much 
longer than expected — feel like a bit of a cheat.

ALTHOUGH usually a fan of this 
high-action spy thriller, the newest 
series has not lived up to my 
expectations. 

As Spooks is a programme with a 
high character turnover, this is not 
entirely unexpected. Spooks’ peaks 
thus far have been Series 1 and 4. 
The first series took many by sur- 
prise in 2002, with its timely portray- 
al of MI5 agents battling the forces of 
evil on British home soil. 

Series 4 proved to be eerily 
prophetic in filming an episode of a 
terrorist group bombing London just 
before the real thing happened. 

At its best, Spooks is full of nail-bit- 
ing jeopardy, believable plots, inspira- 
tional characters and rides the zeit- 
geist perfectly to bring involving 
hour-long episodes which would stun 
any room to silence.

gone wrong. One of the most believ- 
able characters, Ros Myers, has gone 
leaving a very small cast indeed. The 
first episode was passable, but 
involved far more unrequited love 
than a British spy drama needs. 

And the second episode was very 
light on real plot, instead focusing on 
various agents’ questionable loyalties 
and back stories rather than letting 
the action and adventure take hold. 

The scriptwriters do not do the pro- 
gramme any favours when interper- 
sonal love affairs get in the way of 
the real queen and country action 
stuff, which is what anyone who 
watches a spy show really wants. 

There is one character who is still 
managing to be a proper spy — as yet 
minor character Dimitri Levendis, an 


ex-SBS man who is amusing, relaxed 
and uncomplicated. Hopefully he will 
play a more major role in the 
episodes to come and leave the others 
to their tortuous intrigues.

See Castros crazy Cuba 
while there’ still time

IT’S a sweltering evening 
and through the darkness, 
musicians drum an intoxi- 
cating salsa rhythm. 


Tall palm trees seemingly swing in 
time as I sip my glass of seven-year- 
old rum and prepare for a night to 
remember. 

Suddenly the spotlight swings to 
the two stages, and a flock of girls — 
the so-called Diosas de Carne, 
Goddesses of the Flesh — descend 
from trees in time to the music. 

The music picks up, lights flash on 
sequinned and feathered costumes, 
and the Club Tropicana kicks off 
another long Havana night. 

Launched in 1939 at the Villa 
Mina, a sprawling six-acre estate on 
the outskirts of the city, this floor 
show inspired copycat cabaret in 
Paris, Las Vegas and New York, and 
has drawn countless tourists to 
Cuba’s capital for nights of deca- 
dence, drama and daiquiris. 

Very little is new in Cuba — from 
Spanish colonial style townhouses 
to the classic American cars — 
Chevrolets, Buicks and Cadillacs. 

One of the best places to view this 
irrepressible capital is from the top 
of the 137m high memorial to the 
island’s patriot, Jose Marti. 

A slow lift takes you to the top of 
the obelisk, topped with a statue of 
the poet, journalist and leader of the 
1895 rebellion against Spanish rule. 

Having paid my respects, I decide 
to worship the local culture in a 
slightly less worthy way, and slip 
into my gold bikini, don a pair of 
oversized sunglasses and make for 
the rooftop pool of my hotel — the 
neoclassical Saratoga.

Also worth seeing is the Hotel 
Nacional de Cuba — the flagship 
hotel and the hangout of Errol 
Flynn, Marlon Brando and novelist 
Ernest Hemingway in glitzier times. 

One peculiarity of the country is 
the dual currency system: tourists 
use a convertible peso (introduced in 
2005 to eradicate the US dollar) 
worth nearly 25 times more than 
the non-convertible peso for native 
Cubans. 

Castro, whose rule was described 
by one guide as “like having a very 
strict father”, is a looming presence. 

More human aspects of revolution- 
ary life are visible in his birthplace 
outside the tiny village of Biran, 
about 750km east of Havana. 

Seven Castro siblings grew up 
here in a comfortably-off family. 
Castro’s father Angel, an immigrant 
from Spain, owned a farm and 
expanded with a general store, tele- 
graph room, school, hotel and mini 


cock-fighting stadium. 

Choose your souvenirs carefully. 
My favourite place to shop was 
Perfumeria Habana 1791 — a vin- 
tage-style perfumery where trainees 
mix a scent using notes including 
citrus, jasmine, rose, lavender and 
tobacco. 

If you want cigars, don’t buy a box 
on street corners, lest they are 
rolled-up banana leaves, and keep 
receipts for customs officials. 

But Havana is only a part of 
Cuba’s heritage. For a traditional 
Caribbean break, we headed for 
Cayo Saetia, off Guardalavaca. 

In Cuba, a sea-change is coming. 
Since Fidel Castro handed over to 
his brother in 2006, the island has 
opened itself to the West, and 
President Obama’s election could 
end the ban on visitors from the US. 

Enjoy this crazy, contradictory 
country before too many Americans 
arrive.

IS the internal combustion engine 
gasping its last revs? 

Is its best hope to linger as the oily half of 
part-electric hybrids like the Toyota Prius, 
before electric and/or hydrogen power con- 
signs it to the scrap heap? 

Yes and yes, eventually, but new technology 
costs and making more of old technology can 
be cheaper and just as effective, judging by the 
greenest VW Golf so far. 

Confusingly known as the BlueMotion, it 
renders the hybrid Toyota Prius pretty point- 
less, being cheaper, more compact, more 
economical at motorway cruising and more 
interesting to drive. 

It also matches its Japanese rival for road 
tax exemption through low emissions, and by 
averaging around 70mpg. 

The Golf BlueMotion itself is powered by a 
lively 103bhp 1.6-litre diesel that has not been 
emasculated to slash emissions or saddled 
with ridiculously steep gear ratios, though the 
five-speed ‘box does have higher ratios on 
third, fourth and top.

range; it is a green car that can be driven with 
verve. Nor does the BlueMotion dither on 
bends due to poor grip from its energy-saving, 
low-rolling resistance tyres. 

And there is magic elsewhere, notably from 
a smooth stop/start system that cuts and then 
automatically re-starts the engine when halt- 
ed by traffic lights, a jam or other delay. 

The engine is also burdened less by the 
alternator — energy normally lost through 
braking is recovered to top-up the battery. 

Weight and wind resistance have been 
shaved too and this paragon of eco-motoring 
actually looks as mean as some sportier Golf 
models, while sharing their excellent refine- 
ment and an interior that is robust, classy and 
well-arranged without being ostentatious. 

Admittedly, Golfs are not cheap and our five- 
door BlueMotion test car is £18,715 against 
£17,895 for the ‘standard’ 1.6 S diesel closest to 
it in the range. 

That car will cost you £20 a year in road tax 
after year one of ownership and averages about 
10mpg less than its green sister, but you can 
see from the above where that extra £800 or so 
has been spent — and it is a lower premium 
than you will see on some other eco rivals.

Older homeowners 
facing big repair bills 


MORE than a third of Britain’s home- 
owners aged over 50 say their homes are 
in need of repair, but more than one in 
seven are unable to pay for them. 

According to research from Saga 
Personal Finance, women in particular 
are suffering, with one in five forced to 
allow their homes to deteriorate. 

In London, 42 per cent of older home- 
owners need housing repairs. 

The poll of more than 14,000 over 50s 
identified roof, drainage and guttering 
problems as the main areas of concern. 

When asked how they might pay for 
housing maintenance, half of those ques- 
tioned planned to use their savings and 
only a third expected to finance the work 
from their regular income. 

Less than one per cent said they would 
ask family or a friend for help. 

Saga executive chairman, Andrew 
Goodsell, said: “People are living longer 
which means that retirement incomes 
have to stretch a lot further. 

“For many, equity release is the ideal 
solution, but until now the market has 
not listened to people’s needs and 
providers insist on charging hefty fees.” 


Repossession fears 
as budget cuts loom 


A LEADING credit rating agency has 
warned that Government cuts and tax 
increases could result in a rise in repos- 
sessions across the UK housing market. 

According to Standard & Poor’s, the 
house price crash did not bring the aver- 
age cost of a home in line with household 
incomes, and measures yet to be imple- 
mented by the coalition government 
could test some mortgage borrowers. 

In recent years, UK lenders have been 
exercising forbearance over mortgage 
arrears, keeping repossessions below 
estimates, but S&P has noted that 
Britain has a “high percentage” of sub- 
prime borrowers in arrears, and sug- 
gests that job losses or a jump in interest 
rates could cause a rise in repossessions. 

The firm’s report follows a recent 
warning from the Consumer Credit 
Counselling Service. 

Recently the national charity revealed 
that it has on its books a number of 
clients with suspended repossession 
orders, lenders having not yet enforced 
orders, despite borrowers failing to meet 
repayments ordered by the courts. 

However, the CCCS suggests that a 
hardening of attitudes by banks and 
building societies could lead to a rise in 
repossessions in 2011. 
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Detached homes lead 
Way against recession

DESPITE the current uncertainty 
in the market there has been good 
news recently for one particular set 


of homeowners 

The average price of a detached family home 
has risen by more than any other property 
type over the past year. 

According to new research from Halifax, 
owners of detached properties saw the value of 
their homes increase by £91 a day over the 
year to the end of June, with a 13 per cent leap 
taking the average value of a stand-alone 
property to £299,295. 

By comparison, prices for all other property 
types rose by just eight to nine per cent over 
the period. 

However, going back over the past decade, 
semi-detached homeowners have been the 
biggest winners, with the cost of the typical 
semi surging ahead by 111 per cent since 
2000. 

For terraced homeowners, growth stood at 
110 per cent and for bungalow dwellers, 109 
per cent. 

Flats were the only property type not to dou- 
ble in value, with an 81 per cent average 
increase over the last 10 years. 

Halifax housing economist, Suren Thiru, 
comments: “The changing pattern of homes 
bought over the past decade highlights some 
significant socio-economic forces. 

“For example, the rise in the proportion of 
sales of flats and terraced homes reflects the 
increasing trend for people to live alone.” 

While married households remain the most 
common form of UK home, single person prop- 
erties are projected to take the lead by 2020, 
according to a Communities and Local 
Government forecast. 

The news comes amidst fears that the prices 
of property across the UK could fall again, 
after a few months of consolidation.

But analysts say there are very different val- 
ues and prices across the country, with the 
worst decline in value in the north and outly- 
ing regions. 

Kent and London continue to avoid the 


worst of the recession, but recent figures sug- 
gest they are not immune to the national 
downturn. However the increasing number of 
properties on the market is giving buyers a 
better choice. 


Fall in prices ‘good news for sales’ 


SURVEYORS say they are feeling less opti- 
mistic about UK house prices, with more 
respondents to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors’ (RICS) latest survey 
expecting prices to fall, rather than rise, over 
the next three months. 

However, RICS spokesman, Jeremy Leaf, 
points out that while prices in many parts of 
the country may be slipping, sales levels could 
begin to pick up as a result. 

Mr Leaf said: “Looking forward, our price 


indicators are telling a mixed story, which is 
consistent with the uncertainty hanging over 
the economy, the low level of interest rates and 
the lack of new house building.” 

Separately, the Council of Mortgage Lenders 
(CML) reported that there were only 56,000 
house purchase loans approved in July, as 
loans to first-time buyers declined to 19,400, 
down from 19,700 in June and from 20,100 in 
the same period of 2009. 

The first-time buyer share of the market fell 


to 34 per cent, its lowest level since the credit 
crisis began in August 2007. 

The CML suggests that loan criteria have 
now “tightened a little”, having eased in the 
early part of the year, with the typical first- 
time putting down a deposit of 24 per cent in 
July, up from 21 per cent in April and May. 

However, low interest rates mean that for 
those getting a foot on the property ladder, 
interest payments are at their most affordable 
since early 2004.

good. We’re all very aware of the pressure 
on the club because it’s not performing, but 
I think we’re only a couple of results from 
turning the corner.”

Dave is the man (or woman) most associated 
with the bench and is sorry to see the original 
one go. 

He said: “From the very first time I sat on it, 
I knew it was something very special. Most of 
the leading ladies have asked to sit on the 
bench in the wings — apparently it gives eter- 
nal youth and stops your feet aching after 
three shows on a Saturday. 

“These lovely leading ladies include Martine 
McCutcheon, Toyah Willcox, Daniella West- 
brook, Shelia Ferguson, Emma _ Barton, 
Barbara Sturgeon and many, many more splen- 
did bottoms, plus a thousand and one dancers. 

“Many a man has had to endure the most 
frightening experience of a lifetime, sitting in 
the dark with 2,000 gleaming eyes watching 
and waiting for ghostly figures to appear, only 
to hear a frightening scream cause one of these 
brave characters to run off into the wings and 
back to their dressing room. 

“Once they reach the safety of the room all 
they can hear is the tribal chanting of ‘Well, 
well have to sing it again then, won’t we, 
whoooops!’.” 

Dave added: “Some of the male thespians 
who have braved the magical seat of danger 
are Brian Blessed, Peter Duncan, Shaun 
Williamson, Dave Willetts, Lewis Collins, Tim 
Vincent, Colin Baker and Stephen Mulhern. 

“Actors have travelled from the other side of 
the world for the honour to sit on that piece of 
English timber. 

“From Ramsay Street, Daniel McPherson, 
Ryan Moloney and Blair McDonough have all 
contacted me to say this experience has 
changed their lives forever — and, may I say, 
mine as well.”
